Now that he is gone, leaving a shortage which 
is reported to be in excess of $460,000, it is diffi- 
cult to find anybody in Kirksville who is willing 
to censure him. What he did with the money is 
the great unsolved riddle. The fixed belief ig 
that he did not profit by the apparent misuse of 
the bank’s funds. The accepted explanation is 
that it was his inability to say no which brought 
about the shortage and caused him to give his 
life as a forfeit. There is a conviction that he 
went to his death assuming a guilt which did 
not wholly belong to him, rather than live and 
have to tell how advantage had been taken of his 
amiability. 

They say that nobody in need of funds ever ap- 
pealed to hi in vain.

While, however imprudently generous Gibbs 
may have been in loaning to students the money 
it would not aceount for a consid- 
erable’ portion of the shortage, it fis conjectured 
that he was equally accommodating to other per- 
sons who came to him for large loens on dubious 
security. Although nothing haz been found to 
indicate that he speculated or even made invest- 
ments on any greet scale, it is beHeved that 
friends who Lnew how hard it was for him to re- 
fuse any request may have persuaded bim to ad- 
vance them large sums, of which no record was 
made. So far nothing has been found on the 
books of the bank or among its papers to account 
for the bulk of the shortage and if there is such 
record it should have appeared before this. 

Frank Gibbs. the father of Lonnie. who was one 
of the directors of the ban, the only one, fn fact, 
who was actively in touch with it at the time of 
the cashier's death, and who Was with Lonnie at 
the bank most of the afternoon before he killed 
himself, saye he is as much in the dark as any- 
body else. He suggested, without giving a reason, 
that bis son might have been a victim of black- 
mail. whose increasing extortions had driven him 
to the desperate expedient of self-destruction. In

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Nobody Bélieves He Wasted Funds a 


Nobody believes that he dissipated the funds ff 
personal extravagance. He and his wife Jived 
modestly in a cottage, now somewhat in need of 
paint, at 502 East Harrison street. The sedan 
in which his wife drove more frequently than he 
was purchased with her money. It was only oce 
casionally that she could get him away from the 
bank for a ride. Although his salary since be 
became cashier ranged only from $1800 to $2160, 
the furnishings of their home and their manner 
of living were not inconsistent with his earnings, 
particularly in view of the possession by Mrs. 
Gibbs of independent means. ' 

Gibbs never ‘took a vacation. He was seldom 
absent from the bank more than 30 minutes at «a 
time during business bours, not to mention nights 
and Sundays. He belonged to the Rotary Club, 
and made a point of attending its luncheons, but 
it was always perfunctory punctillio, accomplished 
without waste of time: The Rotarians say they 
never knew him to finish his luncheon. é, 

If the club was planning a trip he approved en- 
thusiastically. “Sure I'll go,” he would say, and 
‘everybody would smile. He always paid his share 
of the expense, but he never went. He was_a 
charter member of the club and had been Ts 
treasurer from the first. “We don’t know whaé 
shape our funds are in,” the members say, “but 
it's all right.” He was a Knight Templar and an 
Elk, but rarely attended meetings of either lodges. 

Hew long the now-discovered shortage had 
been growing is not yet definitely known, bat 
there is reason to believe that shortly after the 
close of the war Gibbs found it necessary to be- 
gin covering up a condition which his liberality. 
in loaning had brought about. It is now re 
marked that, after the war, when the savings ac- 
counts of other banks, depleted by the bond 
drives, were gradually returning to normal, the 
reports on the condition of the Kirksville Tragt 
Co. did not show a corresponding recovery. — 
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Kept Separate Records 


The explanation, it is now understood, is that 
Gibbs, when the savings again began pouring in, 
gave receipts to the depositors but did not enter 
the deposits on the bank's books, keeping a sepa- 
rate record of them instead. Meanwhile, in seem- 
ing anticipation of a time when the situation 
would be disclosed and he be called upon for an 
accounting he could not make, he was piling up 
life insurance antil, at his death, he bad some 
thing like $600,000. Although he did not make 
this payable to his estate, making bie parents 
beneficiaries of the bulk of it, after providing an 
annuity for his wife, it is supposed he expected 
that this insurance, made collectible at the cost 
of his life, would serve to replace his misapproés 
priations. His parents, taking that view of ‘it, 
have assigned it, up tb $600,000, for the benefit 
of creditors.

Incorpo- 
rated, the merchandising unit of the system 
The two corporations have an aggregate capital 
of appfeximately $15,000,000.

HYSICAL fitness, mental ailert- 
P ness, courage, experienced and 

efficient companions, whether 

guides or amateurs, and proper 
equipment are the five essentials for 
crossing the most treacherous slopes 
and deepest crevices encountered in 
mountain climbing, «according to 
George Leigh Mallory. Mr. Mallory 
was one of the leaders of the Mount 
Everest expedition, which attained 
the highest altitude ever trod by Au- 
man beings. Mr. Mallory is now in 
this country lecturing, at the request 
of the Royal Geographic Society of 
England.

4 ERHAPS the most un- 
pleasant moments of my 
life were caused by an in- 
experienced companion,” 
Mallory relates. “We 
were on British rocks and 
I was asking too much of 

him. I had led over a long, sloping 

slab. having a nasty overhang and a 

fearsome drop below it and had 

reached a secure position. I had no 
reason to suppose that my compan- 
ion would be unable to cross. The 

holds were small but good and as I! 

was well above, though also some dis- 

tance to the side of him, I could help 

a bit. At the very beginning of the 

movement across the slab he weakened. 

He lost his nerve completely and told 

me that he was sure to slip. I re 


alized what the result might be. Once 
over the drop below wus he would 
have to swing out over spate by / 
the connecting rope, upable to help himself, and I 
would be powerless to aid him: his dead weight, com- 
bined with the friction of the rope against the edge 
of the overhang, would prove too heavy. 

“I dared not loose the rope for a second for fear of 
his slipping. I saw that something must be done to hisy 
mind. I kept very calm and cursed him with cold 
brutality, and then said: ‘You needn't worry about 
the climbing: what you have to do is pull yourself to- 
gether and consider yourself a man apd not a double- 
dashed little worm.’ He never said another word and 
climbed perfectly, but it was a near thing for both 
of us. 

“In the early stages of his career a leader may be en“ 
tirely without nerves and unconscious of danger. Soon- 
er or later there will be a rude awakening. Three of 
us started on a difficult climb in the Alps at 2 o'clock 
one morning. We lost our way, due to a storm, but 
preferred to keep going,’so we breakfasted on a glacier. 
While we ate the storm cleared away. We were en- 
couraged to go on. We crossed a mountain and then 
tackled a long ridge to reach a further summit. 

“All went well and we seemed likely to reach the 
top before dark, but were held up by a fearful ob- 
stacle. For half an hour I tried to climb an overhang 
without success. I came back and resolved to go over 
an impossible place. A companion held my rope over 
a corner of the rock. When I had advanced a consid- 
erable distance and was clinging to tiny holds, some- 
tow I seemed to lose all connection with my feet. I 
no longer knew what they were doing. Then, with a 
warning cry to my companion, I fell. I went straight 
down, touching nothing until the rope jerked taut.

experiments in Chicago were conducted in a dark 
room and the girl was securely blindfolded and every 
precaution was taken to avoid anything that might 
appear to assist her. 

Physicians say that only two cases in recent years 
are at all comparable with that of Miss Huggins. One 
is Laura Bridgman, a pupil of Samuel G. Howe, and 
the other is Helen Keller. In the case of Miss Keller, 
it is pointed out that she was possessed of a high grade 
of intelligence, which, once put into communication 
with the external world, enabled her to surmount the 
great obstacles which blindness and deafness placed 
in her way. The mental and physical handicaps of 
Willetta Huggins make her attainments all the more 
remarkable. 

In Willetta’s case, it should be borne in mind that 
she possessed both sight and hearing for the first 
12 years of her life. In October, 1919, following a 
severe catarrhal cold, she lost the sense of hearing 
over night and it has never returned. 

Her sight had been failing rapidly after her tenth 
year and when she was 15, she had totally lost the 
senses of hearing and sight. Thus banished from the 
everyday world, she developed a morbid, uninterested 
and morose attitude toward everything. She grew 
listless and apathetic. Physically ber condition was 
good and of normal development. 

During 1920, Miss Smith, a teacher of the deaf at 
Eau Claire, Wis., told Willetta about Helen Keller's 
method of communication and the girl tmmediately 
became interested. Soon she began to show’ remark-

E REGARD our discoveries in the dry 
rock shelters of the Ozarks as particu- 
larly interesting, first of all because we 
have succeeded here in finding, thanks 
to the dryness of the deposits, practically every- 
thing the ancient “Ozark bluff dweliers” made 
or used, even to basketry, skin clothing, woven 
textiles and wooden implements, in addition to 
the articles of stone and bone usually found ‘by 
archeologista in caves and mounds. 

We will therefore be able to reconstruct, so 
to speal:, the life of an ancient people hitherto 
unknown to science, and to reveal their agri- 
eulture, their manufactures and their arts, in a 
way that never has been possible before in a 
region so far east as Missouri or Arkansas. 

Of esnecial importance also will be the in- 
formation concerning the migrations of peoples 
in ancient America. The Ozark bluff dwellers, if

throwers, the basketry water bottle lined with

To this extent, and perhaps more, we are 
indebted for our longer and more efficient 
lives to the doctors and the scientists. 
For the great part, however, prolonged 
life and better health are due to general 
education along health linés and better 
methods of living on the part of the rank 
and file of the people. 

Within the past 17 years the mortality 
from tuberculosis has been reduced 50 
per cent and this mortality is still going 
down. In times past, tuberculosis claimed 
more persons than all of the infectious 
and contagious diseases put together. To- 
day, for the first time in the history of 
civilization, we have tuberculosis on the 
run, and if all of the people will unite 
against it there is no reason why the dis- 
ease should not practically disappear in 
two or three generations. 

The warfare against tuberculosis 
stands out the most encouraging, the most 
spectacular and the most glorious chapter 
in the entire history of preventive medi- 
cine and it is especially interesting be- 
cause it indicates what may be accom- 
plished through education and through 
better methods of living on the part of 
the people. Unlike smallpox, typhoid 
fever and diphtheria, there has never been 
discovered a preventive vaccine or anti- 
toxin for tuberculosis, nor has there ever 
been discovered a definite cure for the 
disease. The prevention of tuberculo#is 
is not. merely the avoidance of a germ. 
The treatment of tuberculosis is not mere- 
ly a dose of medicine. 

As a matter of fact, most of the tubercu- 
losis in adult life is due to infection ac- 
quired during childhood; this infection re- 
maining dormant until something happens 
to lower resistance of the individual. Thus 
we see that tuberculosis is, in reality, a 
child problem. If we can protect the 
child from infection until after he is 
12 years of age, the disease could be read- 


ily overcome. After childhood infection 
the question as to whether or not an in- 
dividual will become tuberculous depends 
very largely upon the kind of life he 
leads and the general physical health 
which he builds up. " 

The reasons for the great decrease in 
tuberculosis mortality are many, but all 
have to do with the promotion of com- 
munity and individual health. The better 
care of expectant mothers, the employ- 
ment of competent physicians in place of 
ignorant midwives at child birth, the 
better care of babies, the control and 
supervision of public milk supply—these 
things have had much to do with the pre- 
vention of tuberculosis and also the pre- 
vention of infant mortality, which is still 
shockingly high. 

Better baby conferences, child welfare 
stations, school nurses and the medical 
inspection of school children, have been 
factors in the extension of the span of 
life. Open-air school rooms and nutrition 
classes and, above all, the education of 
school children through such organiza- 
tions as the modern health crusade, have 
laid the foundation for a generation of 
men and women who will live longer and 
live better than we or our forefathers 
have lived. 

Going back a generation or two we find 
that the bath tub was not to be found in 
the average household and that bathing 
was not one of the favorite indoor sports. 
We find that there was a general belief 
that night air was dangerous and for that 
reason windows and doors were tightly 
closed. In that day there were any num- 
ber of superstitions in regard to Health 
and the buckeye was found in many a 
trouser pocket, placed there to keep off 
rheumatism. 

In the days of our grandparents a man 
of 60 or 70 put on a skull cap and dressing

discoverer. Gourds, evidently used as inert 


spot is an important part of Mr. Harring- 
ton’s work. Not all of the relics, or 
“specimens,” as he terms them, are re- 
moved from the places where they are 
found, though all that have any special 
significance as keys to unlock the past are 
photographed. Outstanding specimens are 
taken up, boxed and shipped to the mu- 
seum at Broadway and 155th street, New 
York City, where in future years any 
Missourian visiting the metropolis may 
inspect the remains of some few of the 


first Missourians of whom science now_ 


has a record. 

The other day a staff writer for the 
Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine visited 
the Harrington camp, across the Cowskin 
from the picturesque village of Noel, in 
the extreme southwest corner of Missouri. 
The camp has six regular inhabitents, in- 
eluding Mr. and Mrs. Harrington and their 
little son, the latter’s collie pup. “Bruce,” 
and Mr. and Mrs. Turbyfill. The expedi- 
tion probably will remain there until early 
in May. 

Exceedingly human persons are these 
scientific researchers, camping out in the 
Ozarks for the glory of anthropological 
science. Flowing past the camp fs one 
of those clear and tunefr!l brooks for 
which the Ozarks are famous. Save for 
the white tents and a pile of stovewood, 
the scenery is as wild and wonderful as 
it was when the mother of Little Pap- 
poose probably bore him on her.back as 
she wandered up and down that hollow in 
search of medicinal herbs or of cane and 
bark for weaving. 

In a tent at the end of the row are col- 
jected the specimens found. From time 
to time a box is packed and shipped to 
the museum. This writer enjoved the 
unique sensation, tnside that tent. of sit- 
ting down upon a packing case filled with 
parts of skeletons of human brothers and 
sisters dead these 19 centuries or more, 
whilst Mr. Harrington removed from pa- 
per sacks certain portions of the remains 
of a prehistoric man he had dug up a day 
or so earlier from a rock shelter under 


planted by tribes found in this region by 
white men.” 

The excavator explains that there are 
two “layers” of accumulations in the rock 
shelters. The top layer extends to a depth 
of about 18 inches. In this layer have 
been found relics of people possibly iden- 
tical with the Osage Indians, though show- 
ing no trace of European influence. That 
means that the upper-layer people existed 
at least 300 years ago. The lower layer 
extends to bedrock, from five to six feet 
from the surface. In this Mayer all the 
specimens are of a people that lived be- 
fore the age of the bow and arrow, which 
proves this race’s ancientness. 

Perhaps the most interesting specimen 
found is a primitive hoe, the blade being 
a big fresh-water mussel shell, the handle 
of wood. The thongs binding handle and 
blade together remain intact. With this 
implement the ancient people cultivated 
their crops. Some “digging sticks” also 
were discovered, probably the prehistoric 
Missouri-Arkansas “plow.” 

That this ancient people cultivated 
crops is proved by the discovery, In the 
lower layer, of corncobs, specimens of to- 
bacco—no pipes, by the way—and of vari- 
ous other vegetable edibles. 

“Another somewhat pathetic thing I 
came across in one of the rock shelters,” 
said Mr. Harrington, who had teld with 
some feeling about the finding of the 
down-lined cradle and its long-dead in- 
fant occupant, “was a bag of corn and 
one of squash seed. which no doubt some 
ancient woman had h'dden behind a stone. 
She had put it there as seed for planting 
when spring came again. -Then, no doubt. 
she had moved away, or perhaps had died, 
and so the unplanted eceds remained there 
in their fiber bags until we came on the 
scene sO many centuries later.” 

Leaves and seed pods of tobacco were 
unearthe’ several feet down. The pres- 
ence of the seed pods is taken as proof that 
the ancient folk cultivated tobacco, these 
having been laid up for springtime plant- 
ing. Sunflowers also were excavated. 


and New Mexico. They are said to be 
first specimens of this sort of 
handiwork found east of those states. 
Mats woven of bark and grass fibers seem 
to have been abundant in the household 
economy of the Ozark bluff dwellers. 
Specimens which have escaped the cave 
rat indicate an enviable artistry. In most 
eases the human remains were wrapped 
in mats or in grass bandages, much 
which material had disintegrated. 

One of the specimens most highly 
prized is a stone ax still set in its origi- 
pal wooden handle. This was found by 
A. C. Weimer. one of Mr. Harrington's 
assistants, in a rock shelter along the 
White River in Benton County, Ark. The 
blade is of flint. Other ax blades have 
been dug up, but this is the only one still 
set in its handle. 

Ashes of innumerable fires, where the 
ancient race cooked food and kept warm. 
have been discovered in the lower layer 
of the accumulations. Charred wood is 
seen here and there. Bones of various 
kinds of animals, including the bear and 
the deer, are littered through the layer. 
In many instances the bones were cracked 
to get at the savory marrow. One of the 
excavators remarked that the bluff dwell- 
ers seem to have used their own living 
premises as places for garbage heaps. 
Gnawed and cracked bones from the ban- 
quet were tossed to the ground and gradu- 
ally buried under. Generation after gen- 
eration, dwelling in the same shelters, 
added to the accumulation. The ashes of 
their fires are dead these many centuries,
